Have little here to add to implore thy good 
opinion and approbation, after I have ſubmit» 
ted this Eſſay to bis Sacred Majeſty : But as it is 
of univerſal benefit that I propoundit ; ſo I ex- 
et a civil entertainment and reception. I have , 
I confeſſe , been frequently diſpleaſed at the ſmall 
advance and improvement of Publick Works 
in thi} Nation, wherein it ſeems to be much in- 
feriour to the Countries and Kingdomes which are 
round about it , eſpecially, during theſe late 
years of our ſad Confuſions : But now that God 
has miraculouſly reſtor'd to us our Prince,a Prince 
of ſo magnanimous and Publick a Spirit, we may . 
promiſe our ſelves not only a recovery of our for- 
mer Splendor; but alſo whatever any of our 
Neighbours enjoy of more univerſal benefit , for 
Health or Ornament : In ſumme , whatever may 
do honour to a. Nation ſo perfefily capable of all 
advantages. I 
It is in order to this , that I have preſumed to 
offer theſe fem Propoſals for the Meliorating and 
refering the Aer of London ; being extrene'y 
amaz'd , that where there is ſo great an affinence 
of all things which may. render the People of this 
vaſt City , the moſt happy upon Earth 3 the ſc 
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or- 
did, 
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did, and accurſed Awarice of ſome few P articu- 
lar Perſons , ſhould be ſuffered to prejudice the 
health and felicity of ſo many : That any Profit 
(beſides what 3s of abſolute neceſſity )ſhould render 
menregardleſſe of what chiefly imports them,when 
it may be purchaſed upon ſo caſie conditions , and 
with ſo great advantages : For it 1s not bappineſs 
to poſſeſſe Gold , but. to enjoy the Effeis of it , 
and to know how to live cheerfully and in health, 
Non eſt vivere, ſed valere vita. That wen 
whoſe very Being is Aer , ſhould not breath it 
freely when they may ; but ( as that Tyrant usd 
lis Vaſſals ) condemn themſelves to this miſery 
& Fumo przfocart, 3s ſtrange ſtupidity : yet 
thus we ſee them walk and converſe in London, 
purſu'd and haunted hy that infernal $Smoake, and 
the funeſt accidents which accompany it whereſo: 
ever they retire. 

That this Glorious and Antient City , which 
from Wood might be rendred Brickq and ( like 
another Rome ) from Brick, made Stone and 
Marble ; which commands the Proud Ocean to 
the Indies , and reaches to the fartheſt Antipo- 
des, ſhould wrap her ſtately head in Clowds of 
Smoake and Sulphur, ſo full of Stink and Dark: 
neſſe, I deplorewith Juſt Indignation, That the 
Buildings ſhould be compos'd of ſuch a Congeſtion 
 miſhapen and extravagant Houſes ; That the

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Streets ſhould be ſo narrow and incommodious in 
the very Center , and buſieſt places of Intercourſe : 


That there ſbould be ſo ill and aneaſie a form of 


Paving under foot, ſo troubleſome and malicious

are particulars worthy of Reproof and Reforma- .. 


tion , becauſe it is hereby rendred a Labyrinth in 
its principal paſſages , and a continual Wet-day 
after the Storm is over. Add to this the Defor- 


mity of ſoyfrequent Whartes and Magazines of 


Wood, Coale, Boards, and other courſe Ma- 
terials , moſt of them imploying the Places of the 
Nobleſt aſpe&for the ſutuation of Palaces towards 
the goodly River , when they might with far l:ſſe 
Diſgrace , be removed to the Bank-ſide, and af: 
terwards diſpoſed with as much facility where 
the Conſumption of theſe Commodities lyes ;, a 
Key inthe mean time ſo contrived on London- 
frde , as might render it leſſe ſenſible of the Reci- 
procarion of the Waters , for Oſe and Healih 
infinitely ſuperiour to what it now enjoys. Theſe 
are the Deſiderata which ths great City labours 
under , and which we ſo much deplores But I 
ſee the Dawning of a brighter day approach; We 
have a Prince who is Reſols'd to be a Father to 
bis Country ; and a Parliament whoſe Decrees 
and Reſentiments take their Impreſſion from his 


Majeſties great Genius , which ſtudies only the 
P's ' Publick 
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Pablick Good. It is from them therefore, that 
we Augnre our future happineſſe 3 ſince there 5; 
nothing which will ſo much perpetuate their Me- 
mories , or more jufily merit it. Medails and 
Inſcriptions have heretofore preſery'd the Fame 
of leſſe Publick Benefits , and for the Repairing 
of a Dilapidated Bridge , a decaid Aquzdu@t, 
the Paving of a Way, or draining a foggy Marſh, 
their Elogies and Reverles have out-laſted the | 
Marbles , and been tranſmitted to future Ages , 
after ſo many thouſand Revolutions : But this 5s 
the leaſt of that which we Decree to our Auguſt 
CHARLES, andwhich js due to bis Illuſt- 
rious Senators 3 berauſe they will live in our 
Hearts, and in our Records, which are more 
permanent and laſting.

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The Inconveniency of the Smoak 
of Loxpox diſlipated, gh. 


Paxr. I. 


T is not without ſome conſiderable Analogy, that fin- 
dry of the. Philoſophers have nam'd the Aer the Vehicle 
of the Soul, as well as that of the Earth, and this frail 
Veſlell of ours which contains it; fince we all of us 
finde the benefit which we derive from it, not onely 
for the neceſſity of common Reſpiration and functions 

of the Organs ; but likewiſe for the uſe of the Spirits and Prims- 
gene Humors, which doe moſt neerly approach that Divine par- 
ticle. But we ſhall not need to infilt, or refine much on this 
ſublime SubjeRt ; and, perhaps it might (candalize ſcrupulous Per- 
ſons to puriue to the height it may pollibly reach ( as Drogenes and 
Anaximenes were wont to Detifie it) after we are paſt the /Z- 
therial, Which is a Certain Aer of Plato's denomination, as well 
as that of the lefſe pure, mnre turbulent and dene, which, for 
molt part we live and breath in, and which comes h:re to be exa- 
min'd as it relates to the deſign in hand, the City of Loxdon, and 
the environs about it. 

It would doubtleſſe be efteem'd for a ftrange and extravagant 
Paradox, that one ſhould afhirme, that th: Aer it ſelte 15 many 
rimes a potent and yreat difpoſer to Relellion ; and that Inſulary 
people, and indeed, mot of the Septentrion Tracts, where this Me- 
diuys i$ grofſe and heavy, are extremely verſatile and obnoxtovs to 
change both in Religious and Secular Aﬀaires : Plant the-roote 
of your Compaſſes on the very Pole, and extend| the ofher limb 
to 50 degrees of Latitude : bring it about *till 1t ae: the Crr- 
cle, and then reade the HiRories :of thoſe Nations inclufively on 
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make the Calculation. Jt mult be confeſs'd, that the Mey of thoſe 
Climates, is not {o pure and Defecate as thoſe Which are neerer the 
Trop c>;, where the Continent 1s leſfe ragged , and the Weather 
10: conltant andftzad, as w21l as the Inchnation and Tempe 
of the Inhabitants, 

But it is not here that I pretend td ſpeculate upon theſe Cauſes, 
2: nicely to examine th: Diſcourſes of the Sro:cks and Peripate- 
ticks,whzwher the Aer bt in it felf,generally cold, humid, watm or 
exr:tly temper'd ſo as beſt conduces to a material principle, of 
which 1t is accontit2d one of the four ; becauſe they ate altogether 
Phyſicall notions, and do not come under our cognrſance as a pure 
and lincere Element ; but as itis particularly incuinated, infected, 
participating of the various Accidents, and inform'd by extrin- 
{ecal Cauſes, which render it noxious to the Inhab:tans, who de- 
rive and make uR of it for Life. Nevercelefſe, for diſtinton 
lake, we may yet be allow'd to repute (ome Aers pre, compara- 
tively, viz, That wich is cleare, open , {weetely ven 
and put into motion with gentle gales and breezes ; not too (harp, 
but of a temperate conſtitutution. In a word,7 hat we pronaunce 
for 900d and pure eMer, which heat not to fiveats and faintneſle ; 
nor cooles to rigidnefſe and trembling ; nor dries to wrinkles and 
hardnefſe ; nor moyſtens to reſolution and over mach foftreſſe. 
The more hot promotes andeede the _ but is weak and 
trifling ; and therefore Hippocrates ipeaks the o Afeats 
Imbelles and Effeminate, r cons of Son arahciall was mee 
Spirit : If over cold and keen, it £00 much abates the heat, but 
renders the body robuſt and hatUy ; -as thoſe who are boru under 
the North2m Bears, are more fierce & (tupid, cauſed by a Certain 
internal «Atperiftaſis and univerſal -Impulfion. The drier Aer 
1s generally the more ſalutary and healthy, ſo it be not t60 fiveltery 
and infeſted with heat or fuliginous vapours, which is by no 
means a friznd to health and Longzvity, as #vicex notes. of the 
e/Erhiops who ſeldome arived to any confiderable vid Ape. As 
much to be reproved is the moyR, e1z,, tharwhich is over mix'd 
with aqnos exhalations, equaty pernicious and fuſciptibte of pu- 
crefation 3; notwithſtanding does it oftmer produce faite and 
tender $kms, and ſome laſt along white in ic; bur commonly not 
_ healthy, _ _—_— 1 _ dry. But the impure and 

:ginves, as hatwich proceedes from frgnaced places, is of #f-

, Navy, that through all theſe &verſinct of Afor, More: Ham:

to a Proverb, The Aer on which we continually prey, perpetually 
inſpiring matter to thz Aniwall and Vital Spirits, by which they 
became more or lefſe obfuſcated, clowded and render'd obno- 
xious ; and therefore that Pcince of Phyfitians Hippocrates, wittily 
calls a ſincere and pure Aer, The /nterwace aud Interpreter of 
Prudence, The celettiall influences being fa much retarded or 
aſhiſted , and improv'd thraugh this omnipreſent, and as it were, 
urverſal Adedinms + For, though the Aer in its imple ſubſtance 
cannat be virtiated ; yet, in its prime qualities it ſuffers theſe inki- 
nite mutations, both fram ſuperiour and inferiour Cauſes, ſ@ as its 
accidentall effe&ts became almoſt innumerable ; 

Let it be farther conſlider'd, what 1s moſt evident, That the 
Body feedes upon Afeats commonly but at certain periods and 
ſtated times, be it twice a day or oftner ; wheregs, upon the Her, 
or what accompanies it ( oft exzmrqu ipſo Ave eecultis vite cibue ) 
it is allwaies preying facping. ermating ; and therefore, doubt- 
leiſe the elegtion of this conſtant and alfiduaus Food , ſhould 
ſomething, concerne us, I afhrme, more then even the very Meas 
we eat , whereof ſo little and indifferent nouriſhes and tatishes 
the moſt ezmperate and beſt Educated perſons. Befides, Aer that 
1s corrupt infinuates it ſelf into the vital parts immediately z 
whereas the meats which we take though never ſoil] condition d, 
require time for the concoction, by which its effects are greatly 
mitigated ; whereas the other, paſling ſo ſpeedily to the Lungs, 
and virtually to the Heart it elf, is derivid and communicated 
over the whole maſſe ; In a word, as the Lucid and noble Aer, 
clarifies the Blood, ſubtilizes and <xcites it, cheering the Spirits 
and premoting digeſtion. ; {o the dark , and grofle ( on the Con- 
trary ) _—_— Body, ibits neceſſary Tranipiration fo? 
the reſolution and diifipation of ill Vapours, even to diſturbance 
of the very Rational faculties, which the purer Aer does fo far 11- 
luminate, as to have rendred ſome Men healthy and wife even to 
Miracle... And therefore the Empoyſoning of Aer, was ever 
eſteem'd no lefſe fatall then the poyſoning, of Water or Meate it 
ſelf, and forborn even amonelt Barbarians fince ( as is faid) 
{uch InfeKions become more apt to -inſmuate —_— and 
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betray the very Spirits, to which they have ſo neer a cogmation. 
— Aers _ hen are held to be Alexipharmac and even de- 
leterious to Poyſon it ſelf, as 'tis reported of that of Ireland : In 
lome we finde (arcaſſes will hardly putrifie, in others again rot 
and fall to pieces immediately, Os 

From theie, or the hike conſiderations therefore, 1t might well 
proceed, that Vierwvixs, and the reſt who follow that Aaſter-' 
Builder, mention it as a Principle, for the accompliſhment of 
their eArchitett , that being skilfull inthe Art ot Phyſick,, a- 
mongſt other Obſervations, h2 ſedulouſly examine the Aer and 
S:ruation of the places where he defigns to build, the Inclinations 
of the Heavens, and the Climats ; Sine his en1m ration bus nulla” 
ſalubrts habitatio fiert poteſt : there is no dwelling can be ſafe or 
heaſthy without 1t. '1is true, hz does likzwiie adde Water allo, 
which is but a kinde of condenſed eMer ; though he might have 
obſerv'd, that Element to be ſeldome bad, where the other 1s 
cood ; omitting onely ſome peculiar Fountains and Mineral Wa-. * 
cers,, Which are percolated through Mines and Metatlique Earths 
leſs frequent, and very rarely to bz encounter'd. 

Now whether thoſe who were the Antient Fownders of our 
2oodly Metropolis, haa conſidered theſe particulats ( though long 
defore Vitrwvixs) 1 can.no waies = or make queſtion of ; 
fnce having reſpe&: to the nobleneſs of the ſituation of London, 
we ſhall every way finde it to have been conſalted with all ima» 
einable Advantages, not onely in relation to Profit, but to Health 
and Pleaſure ; an1 that, if there be any thing which ſeems to um- 
peach the two laſt Tranſcendencies, it will be found to-be but 
iomething Extrinſecal and Accidental onely, which naturally does 
not concern the Place at all ; but, which may very cafily de re- 
formed, without any the leaſt inconvenience, as in due time Wwe 
ſhall come to demonſtrate. 

For firſt, the City of London is built upon a ſweet and moſt 
agreeable Eminency of Ground, at the North-fide of a goodly 
and well-condition'd River, towards which it hath-an Aſpe& by 
2 gentle and eafie declivity, apt to be improv'd to all that may 
render her Palaces, Buildings, and Avennes uſefull, gracefull and 
molt magnificent : The Fames which exhale from the Waters 
an1 lower Grounds lying South-ward , by which means they are 
Ferpetually attraſted, carried off or diflpated by the Sun, as ſo0n 
as they are born and aſcend. : 
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The Smoak of Londott diffipared.. 
Adde to this, that the Soil 1s umverſally Gravell, not onely 


- Where the City it (elf is placed ; but for ſeverall Miles abour - 


the Countreys which environ it: That itis plentifully and richly 
ircigaced, and viſited with Waters which Chciſtalize hr Foun- 
tains in every Street, and may be conducted to-them in ſuch far- 
ther plenty, as Rome her {elf might not more abound in this liquid 
arnament,. for the pleaſure and divertitement, as- well as for the' 
uſe and refreſhment of her Inhabitants. I forbear to enlarge upon 
the re(t of thz convemencies which. this Augult and Opulent City 
enjoies both by Sea and Land, to accumulat2 her Encominums, and 
render. hec th2 moſt contiderable that the Earth has ſtanding u 
o'1 her ample boſome ; b2caue, it belongs to the Oraror and 
Poet, and is none of my Inttitution : But i will infer, that if this 
eooaly City jultly challenges what is her due, and merits all that 
can be {aid to reinforce her Praiſes, and #1ve her Title ; ſhe isto 
be reliev'd from that winch renders h2r leſs healthy, really of- 
fends her, and which darkens and eclipfes all hzr other Attributes. 
And what is all this, but that Helliſh and diſmall Cloud of SE A- 
COAL? which is not onely perpetually imminent over her 
head, For as the Paet, 

Condituer in tenebris altum caligine Colum, 
dut ſo univerſally nuxed with the otherwiſe wholſome and 'ex- 
cellent Aer, that her inhabitants breathe nothing but an unpure 
and thick Mif} accompanied with a fuliginous and filthy vapour, 
which renders them obnoxious to a thouſand inconvertences, 
corrupting the L:ngs, and diſordring the entire habits of their Bo- 
cies ; "ay. #6 Catharrs, Ph;hiſicks, Coughs and nie 
more in this one City than in the whole Earth befides. 

! ſhall not here much dzſcant upen the Nature of Smoaks, and 
other -Exhalations from- things burht, which have obtain'd their 
ſ-verall Epurheres, according to the quality of tit Matter con- 
ſumed, becauſe th:y are generally accounted noxious and un- 
wholſome, and I would not have it thought, that I doe hitre Funpos 
vendere, as the words, or blot paper with inſignificant remarks: 
It was yet haply no inept derivation of that Cririck,, who took 
our Engliſh, or rather, Saxon appellative, from the Greekword 
FpvX® corrumpo and exwro, as mot agreeable to its deftruchve 
effects, eſpecally of what we doe here ſo-much declaim againit, 
fince this is certainy, that of all-the'common'an{ familiar -mate- 
rials which emit it, th: immoderate; uſe of," and — to 
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Sea-coale alone in the City of Lowdoy , expoſes it to one of the 
fowlett Inconveniencies and reproches , that can polhbly befall 
ſo noble , and otherwiſe , incomparable City : And that, not 
from the Culinary fres , Which for being weak, and lefle often 
ſed below , is with ſuch eaſe diſpell'd and ſcatterr'd above , as 
it is hardly at all diſcernible, but from ſome feyv particular Tun- 


'nells and Iffues , belonging only to Brewers , Diers , Lame-bur- 


ners , Salt, and Sope-boylers , andſome other private Trades, 
One of whaſe Sp.recles alone , does manifeſtly infeX the ey , 
more ,. thn all the Chirames of Lozdo» put together befides. 
And that this is not the lealt Hyperbolre , let the beſt of Judoes 
decide it , Which I take to be ourfenſes : Whillt theſe are bel- 
ching it forth their ſooty jaws , the City of London reſembles the 
face rather of Mount e/Etna, the Court of Unlcan , Strombeh, 
or th2 Suburbs of Hell, then an Afſembly of Rational Creatures, 
and the Imperial ſeat of our incomparable Adonarch. For when 
in all other places the Aer 1s moſt Serene and Pure, it is here 
Ecclipſed with ſuch a Cloud of Sulphure , as the Sun it ſelf , 
which gives day to all the World beſides, is hardly able to pene- 
trate and impart it here; and the weary Traveller, at many 
Miles diſtance , ſooner ſmells , then ſees the City to which he 
repairs, This is that pernicious Smoake which ſullyes all her 
Glory , {uperinducing a ſooty Cruſt or furr upon all that it 
lights, ſpoyling the moveables, tarniſhing the Plate Gildings 
Furniture , and corroding the very Iron-bars and hardeſt 
ſones with thoſe piercing and acrimonious Spirits whidygecom- 
pany its Sulphure ; and executing more in one year, then expos'd 
to the pure Aer of the Country 1t could effe& in ſome 
ICeaque gr avatum 
ES F edat diems ; 
It is this horrid Smoake which obſcures our Churches , and 
makes our Palaces look old , which fouls our Clothes, and cor- 
ts the Waters, ſo as the very Rain, and refreſhing Dews 
waich fall in the ſeveral Seaſons, precipitate this impure vapour , 
wich, withits black and tenacious quality , ſpots and contam- 
imtes Whatſozver is expos'd toit.

It 18 this which ſcatters and ftreyvs about thoſe black and ſmutty 
Aremes wpon all things where it com2s , infirmating 4t' feff into 
our very ſecret Cabimets, and moſt precions Repoſitories - Finally,

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iris this ivilich diffuſes and ſpreads 2 Yellownieffe upon our choy- 
ceft Pictures and Hangings : which does this miſctuef at home , 
is Avernws to Fowl , aud kills our Bees and Flowers abroad, ſuf- 
fering nothing in our Gardens to bud , diſplay themſelves, or 

pen ; {a as our Anemories and many other choycelt Flowers, will 
by no Induſtry be made to blow in Londox, or the Precinds of ir, 
unleſſe they be raiſed on a Hetr-bed , and govern'd with extraor- 
dinary Arttfice to accellerate their ſpringing , imparting a bitter 
and ungrateful Taſt to thole few wretched Eras, which never 
arriving to their defired maturity, ſeem , like the Apples of 
Sodome , to fall even to duſt , when they are but touched, Not 
th:refore to be forgotten , is that which was by many obſery'd, 
that in the year when New-caſtle was befieg'd and blocked up in 
our late Wars , ſo as through the great Dearth and Scarcity of 
Coates, thoſe fumous Works many, of them were either left off, 
or ſpent but f-iv Coales in compariton to what they now uſe : Di- 
vers Gardens and Nrchards planted even in the very heart of- 
Londen , ( as in pong my Lord Marqueſſe of Herrfords in 
the Strand , my Lord Bridgewaters , and fome others about Bay- 


bican) were obſerved to bear fuch plentiful and infinite quanti- 


ries of Fruirs , as they never produced the like either before or 
ſince , t5 thetr oreat aRoniſhment : bue it was by the Owndls 
rishtly imputed to the penury of Coles , and the little Smoake , 
which th2y took notice to infeſt them that year : For there- iy x 
virtue in the Ay, to penetrate, alter, nouriſh, yea and to 
mwltply Plants and Fruns , without which no vevetable could 
poſſibly thrive ; but as the Poet.

as by aſſuefation have made the rankeſt poyſons their moſt fa- | 
miliar Diet) we read that Eprmenides continu'd fifty years in a

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manner of Diſeaſes having ſo univerſal a vehicle as is that of the 
Smoakg , which perpetually inveſts this City : But this is alſo no- + 
ted by thz Learned vir Kene/me Digby , 1n confirmation of the 
Podrin: of Aromical Effluwvia's and kmanations, wafted, mix- 
ed and communicated by the Aer , where he well obſerves, that 
from thz Materials of our London Fires, there reſults a great 
quantity of volatile Salts , which being very ſharp and diſſipated 
by the Smoake, doth infe&t the Aer, and io incorporate with it, 
that , though the very Bodies of thoſe corrofive particles elcape 
our perception , yet we ſoon find their effects, by the deſtruftion 
which they induce upon all things that they do but touch; ipoyling, 
and deſtroying their beautiful colours, with their fulipinous quali- 
ties; Yea, thou#h a Chamber b: never ſo cloſely locked up, 
Men find at their return, all things that are in it, even covered 
with a black thin Soot , and all the ceit of th2 Furniture as full of 
it, aSif it were in the houſe of ſome Miller , or a Bakers Shop, 
whre the Flower gets into their Cupboards , and Boxes , though 
never ſo cloſe and accurately ſhur. 

This Coale , ſays Sir K. flies abroad, fowling the Clothes that 
are expos'd a drying upon the Hedges ; and in the Spring-time (as 
but now we mention'd) beſoots all the Leaves, {0 as there 18 
nothing free from its umverſal contamination , and itis for this, 
that the Bleachers about Harlwem prohibit by an expreſs Law (as 
] am told) the uſe of theſe Coles, for ſome Miles about that 
Town ; and how curious the Diers and Weavers of Dammack, , 
and other precious Silks are at Florence , of the leaſt ingrefſe of 
any Smoaky vapour , whilſt their Loomes are at work, I ſhall 
thew upon ſome other occaſion : But in the mean time being thus 
mcorporatedwith the very Aer , which miniſters to the neceſ- 
lary reſpiration of our Lungs , the [nhakitants of London, and 
luch as frequent it, findit in all their Expeftorations ; the Spit- 
fle, and other excrem2nts \vhich proceed from them , being for 
the moſt part of a blackiſh and fulivinous Colour : Beſides this 
acrimomous Soot produces another ſad effe& , by rendring the 
people obnoxious to Inflammations , and comes (in time ) to 
exulcerate the Ln _ is a _ ſo incurable , that it 
carries away multitu anguiſhing and deep Con 10ns 
as the Bills of Mortality 4 Weekly inform _ Fs greek are 
thoſe Endemus Morbi, vernaculous and rto London. So cor- 
rofie 1s this Smoake about the City , that if one would hang up 
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Gammons of Bacon , Beefe , or other Fleſh to fume, and pre- 
pare it in the Chimes, as the good Howſe-Wifes do in the 
Country , where they make uſe of ſweeter Fuell, it wilt 
Mummifie , drye up , Walt and burn it, that it ſuddainly crum- 
bles away , conſumes and comes to nothing, : 

The Conſequences then of all this is, that ( as was aid) al- 
moſt one half of them who perith in London , dye of Phrhuſical 
and pa/monc diftempers; That the nhabitams are never 


free from Conghs and importunate Khenwmariſms , ſpitting of 


Impoſtumared and corrupt matter : for remedy whereof, 

is none io infallible , as that, in time , 'the Patient change 
his Aer, and remove into the Country : Such as repair to Pa- 
ris ( where it 1s excellent ) and other like Places , perfetly re- 
covering of their health; which is a demonſtration ſufficient to 
confirm what we have aflerted , concermng the perniciouſncfle of 
that about this City , produc'd only , from this exitral and in- 
tolerable Accident. 

But I hear it now objz&ed by ſome, that in publiſhing this 
Inveaive againſt the Smoakg of London , 1 hazard th2 engaging 
of a whole Faculty againſt me , and particularly , that the Co!- 
ledge of Phyſicians efteem it rather a preſervation againſt Infect- 
10ns , then otherwiſe any cauſe of the ſad effets which I have 
enumerated. But , as I have upon ſeveral encounters, found 
the moſt able , and Learned amonvft them, to renounce this _ 
n'01, and heartily with for a univerſal purgation of the Aer dy 
the expedients I propoſe ; ſo , I cannot believe that any of that 
Learnzd Society , thould think th:mſelves {© far concern'd, as
